Riders will be able to purchase permits to ride on the designated county roads starting August 15th

Permits to ride on the 
newly ordained Carlisle 
County Riding Trails System 
for All Terrain Vehieles 
(ATV’s) will go on sale on 
August 15, 2012 and ean be 
purehased at the Carlisle 
County Judge Exeeutive’s 
Offiee. 

The permits, whieh are the 
first steps in Carlisle 
County’s plan to generate 
revenue through tourism, 
will be sold at the following 


tiers: 

For the year round 
rider/outdoor enthusiast, you 
will be able to purehase a 
yearly riding permit for 
$150. 

For the weekend rider, they 
ean purehase a permit that 
will eover from 5:00 p.m. 
Friday to 8:00 p.m. Sunday 
for $25. 

For the one day rider, they 
will be able to purehase a 
one day riding permit for 
$10.00. All permits pertain 
to the vehiele and not the in¬ 


dividual. So if you and your 
family took your one ATV to 
the designated riding areas, 
those members would be 
able to ride the ATV as long 
as they follow the Kentueky 
State laws that govern AT Vs. 

The roads that are ineluded 
in the Carlisle County Rid¬ 
ing trails system are as fol¬ 
lows: County Road # 1217, 
1218, 1219, 1222, 1308, 
1310, 1321, 1324, 1325,and 
1331. 

Any person who operates 
an ATV as defined in the 


Kentueky Revised Statutes 
in violation of this ordinanee 
without purehase of the re¬ 
quired permit are subjeet to 
a fine up to $250.00. 

When you purehase your 
permit you will reeeive a 
map with your permit show¬ 
ing exaetly what roads are 
ineluded in this ordinanee.

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the former Sheriff of 
Carlisle County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2010. This financial statement is the responsibility of the former Sheriff. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applica¬ 
ble to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit 
Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we 
plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of material misstatement. An 
audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. An audit also in¬ 
cludes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall finan¬ 
cial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement on a regulatory basis of accounting that demonstrates compli¬ 
ance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America.
